WELL DO-NE. 


A computation of the time re- 


quired for the formation of a seam 
of coal has been made by Mr. E. A. 
Wunsch, of the Glasgow Geological 
Society, based upon his own obser- 
vations in the Isle of Arran.

Methodist General Conference, which
